Gold coin hoard in Újfehértó 

At the end of april 2002 a gold coin hoard came 
to light in Ujfehértò (count Szaboles-Szatmar, 
Hungary). The hoard contains 261 pieces. The 
oldest coin was issued by Sigismund 
Luxemburg, Hungarian king (1387-1437), the 
youngest by Leopold | in 1684. Five coins were 
minted in the 15" century, 27 in the 16” century 
and the others during the 17" century. The hoard 
consists of 132 Hungarian gold coins, 8 
Transylvanian, the others come from the Polish 
Kingdom with towns Thorn and Gdansk (7), 
from the Archbishopric of Salzburg (26). from 
Hamburg (16), from Ausburg (12), from 
Niirnberg (11), from the Archbishopric of Mainz 
(6), from Austria (mint Wien — 5), from 
Brandenburg-Ansbach (4), from West-Friesland 
(4). from Venice (4), from Sweden (3). from 
Braunschweig-Wolfenbüttel (2), from Prussia 
(2), from Brandenburg-Bayreuth (2) and 1-1 
from Brema, Zürich, Lübeck, Strassburg, Köln, 
Utrecht. Bamberg, Tirol, Silesia, Würtemberg, 
German Teutonic Order, Wallenstein, Bayern.

king, a privat gold coin of the Rosenberg-family, 
à ducat of Ferdinand II minted in Kremnitz in 
1622 which has been known so far only in one 
exemplar in the Déri Museum (Debrecen.

The hoard can be found in the collection of the 
Jósa András Museum in Nyiregyhäza.

Il ripostiglio, che comprendeva 87 monete roma- 
ne repubblicane in bronzo, parte fuse 34 esem- 
plari e parte coniate 52, con in più un’oncia di 
Volterra coniata, venne alla luce in più riprese 
nelle estati del 1973,1974 e 1975 in terreni di 
proprietà Guglielmini a Giuncarico (Grosseto) 
(figg. 1 e 2), insieme a frammenti dell’olla di 
impasto che li conteneva. Le monete furono rac- 
colte e studiate diligentemente da Claudio Curri 
che ne diede anche una notizia parziale nel volu- 
me della Forma Italiae da lui dedicato a Vetulo- 
nia'. Purtroppo C. Curri, appassionato archeolo- 
go, è mancato qualche anno dopo la scoperta e

Il ripostiglio, recuperato nella sua integrità è 
particolarmente importante in quanto comprende 
esemplari di molte serie romane repubblicane 
fuse e termina con le prime emissioni coniate 
successive alla riduzione semilibrale, per cui si 
può pensare ad una data del 208 a.C. come 
momento dell’occultamento, ricollegandolo alle 
vicende della seconda guerra punica. 

Inoltre si inserisce in tutto un quadro di recenti 
ritrovamenti di moneta fusa in Italia Centrale’ 
che confermano come l'emissione CRAWFORD 14 
sia contemporanea con quella dell'aes signatum 
e che l’inizio della riduzione semilibrale si debba 
porre nel 270 circa a.C.' e la post-semilibrale al 
215 circa a. C.*. Infine per quanto riguarda la 
cronologia di Vetulonia si può ritenere che que- 
sta rappresenti l’ultima emissione della zecca in 
armonia con il peso delle once romano repubbli- 
cane post-semilibrali e pensare ad una datazione 
corrispondente quindi più bassa, rispetto al 250 
a.C. proposto nella HN 3 ed.

Paris: 

EHESS, Colloque sur la circulation monétaire. 
Du 8 au 10 juillet 2002 s’est tenue une réunion 
de travail consacrée à la circulation monétaire «à 
longue distance». Le but de la rencontre était de 
procéder à toute une série de comparaisons entre 
les découvertes monétaires sur les diverses 
régions frontalières de l’époque hellénistique à 
l'époque contemporaine. L'attention des interve- 
nants s'est concentrée sur trois grandes zones 
géographiques, la zone transcaucasienne (princi- 
palement Arménie et Géorgie, en relation avec 
les publications en cours), la zone danubienne et 
le Barbaricum nordique, l'Asie centrale Us ont 
surtout insisté sur les questions relatives à la 
nécessaire amélioration des méthodes de carto- 
graphie (confusions possibles entre les noms 
antiques, relevé des routes et des voies ancien- 
nes, etc.), mais aussi sur les invariants de la cir- 
culation monétaire. Ainsi, les exportations de 
monnaies vers les frontieres ont joué un róle 
déterminants dans l'intégration de ces zones de 
conflits au sein des Empires. Ces Empires, d'ail- 
leurs, ont connu des phases de disette ou de 
pénurie monétaires, rythmées par les grands 
vagues économiques (comme, par exemple, la 
très rapide diffusion des monnaies émises avec 
les métaux des Amériques). Le débat a souligné 
le besoin de publications nouvelles qui reste 
l'élément indispensable pour la croissance de 
nos connaissances: les publications des sites 
archéologiques et des trésors conditionnent le 
développement de nos perceptions de l'écono- 
mie monétaire. Cette réunion fructueuse a été 
également marquée par la visite des ateliers de 
la Monnaie de Paris. La publication des textes 
devrait intervenir dans le courant de l'année 
2003-2004. Les intervenants se sont entendus 
pour se retrouver à Madrid en septembre 2003 
pour faire le point sur les nouvelles découvertes.

Dr. Lubomir NEMESKAL (10.1.1927 - 
6.10.2002). 


Lubomir Nemeskal wurde im Jahre 1927 in 
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Banskä Bystrica (Slowakei) geboren, besuchte 
das Realgymnasium im máhrischen Litovel., 
und studierte anschließend an der philosophi- 
schen Fakultät der Karls Universität in Prag 
(1945-1950), nach einer kurzen wissenschaftli- 
chen Anstellung im Archiv der Hauptstadt Prag 
kam er nach seinem Militärdienst im Jahr 1952 
an die numismatische Abteilung des Prager 
Nationalmuseums, deren Leiter er in den Jahren 
1960 bis 1974 gewesen war. 

Im Vordergrund seiner Forschungstätigkeit stand 
die böhmische Münzgeschichte der Groschen- 
zeit und der Talerperiode (= 1300-1857) sowie 
Fragen der numismatischen Forschung wie etwa 
die der Münzfunde als historische Quelle.
